The Examiner has not considered four of the references (references " AJ"-" AM") cited on the 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed September 28, 2001, stating that the IDS fails to 
comply with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP §609 because there are no English 
translations of the references. However, the IDS does comply with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, 
1 .98 and MPEP §609 since the Japanese references cited on the IDS were cited in the International 
Search Report (ISR). An English language version of the ISR was submitted to the PTO, as 
evidenced by the PTO date-stamped September 28, 2001 postcard and the Notice of Acceptance, 
mailed on January 1 7, 2002, copies of which are enclosed. For the Examiner's convenience, a copy 
of the ISR, originally submitted on September 28, 2001, is also submitted herewith. 

MPEP §609, II states that the Examiner is required to consider the documents cited in the 
International Search Report in a PCT national stage application when the Form PCT/DO/EO/903 
[Notice of Acceptance] indicates that both the International Search Report and the copies of the 
documents are present in the national stage file. The Notice of Acceptance for this application clearly 



indicates that the International Search Report and the documents cited therein were received by the 
PTO. 

Additionally, the MPEP requires each IDS to include a concise explanation of the relevance 
of each reference not in the English language. MPEP §609, 111(A)(3) states that when the 
information listed is not in the English language, but was cited in a search report by a foreign patent 
office in a counterpart foreign application, the requirement for a concise explanation of relevance is 
satisfied by submitting an English-language version of the search report which indicates the degree 
of relevance found by the foreign office. The PTO date-stamped postcard of September 28, 2001 
indicates that an English language version of the International Search Report was filed with the PTO. 

Additionally, Applicants note that the Japanese references referred to above correspond to 
the European references, cited on the IDS filed January 8, 2002, and which have already been 
considered by the Examiner. 

For the above reasons, the Examiner is kindly requested to consider each of the references 
on the attached PTO- 1449 form and return the initialed form to Applicants' representative.
